The work among the 
Indiauas oas been especially beneficial, 
for in the past they were notoriously 
careless, especially in leaving camp 
fires burning. But, largely owing to 
the energy ani initiative of the Chief 
Ranger, the attitude of th Indians 
has heen changed from one of indif- 
ference to one of keen interest, so 
much eo that that official writes: The 
conservation of the forests has be 
come as red-hot a topic out here as 
real estate in’ the West. 

Recently, when treaty money was 
being paid to the Indians at Cross 
Lake a special council meeting of 
seventy-five to elgity Indians was 
called, at which an animat: discus» 
fon of forest fire protection took 
place. The Chief Ranger writes:— 
While the meeting was in progress, 
the Indian Agent and party came, but 
to the surprise of many the meeting 
held interest till, by a standing vote 
all asserted their willingness to help 
in the protection of the forests from 
fire. The chief and councillors wish- 
ed me to convey to the Director of 
Forestry at Ottawa this, their resolu- 
tion. 

Whenever possible such councils 
are attended by the Chief Ranger, 
and all Indians promising to co-oper 
ate with the Dominion rangers are 
presented with a metr badge of of- 
fice. The most intelligent of the Im 
dians are engaged as regular fire 
rangers by the Dominion Government 
and do very consclentious work. Al 
though the patro: is difficult, being 


er 1s often inclement, the elghteen 
fire-rangers in thig district average 
about eighteen miles a day, including 
Sundays, throughout the summer. 

During the whole season, no sem 
{ous damage was done by fire although 
many incipleat forest fires were ex 
tinguished, a fact that speaks well 
for the efficiency of the patrol and 
jee nates ot the co-operative spirit 
niculcated in the Indlans.

and in Italy the total number is

LUCKY BASEBALL FLUKE. 


Think of a Player Making a Home Run 
on an Infield Fly! 

“In all the years I have been attend- 
ing baseball games—and they are more 
than I would care to number—there is 
one play which stands out in my mind 
as the greatest I have ever seen,” says 
a contributor to the American Maga- 
sine. 

“There was no wonderful skill em- 
bodied in the play. It was, I suppose, 
pure luck. But the fact remains that I 
have never seen it duplicated nor ap- 
proached, and it is, so far as I know, 
unique in the annals of baseball. 

“The game was one between Wash- 
ington and Cincinnati back in the days 
when Washington was in the National 
league. The score was 1 to 0 in Cin- 
cinnati's favor in the last half of the 
ninth. Two men were out, and Wash- 
ington had a runner on second, with 
Hillmop. atthe. bal. Op-the rst ball 
pitched Wilmot swung bard and knock- 
ed an infield fly, the bighest I have 
ever seen. The ball went up and up 
until it was visible only as a tiny 
speck. 

“With the crack of the bat the run- 
ner on second had started for home, 
and he crossed the plate before the 
ball began to fall. Buck Ewing, Cin- 
‘cinnati’s first baseman; McPhee, who 
played second, and ‘Germany’ Smith, 
the shortstop, all gathered between 
first and second awaiting for the ball 
to drop. Wilmot sped around the 
bases at top speed‘and passed third as 
the ball fell just inside the triangle of 
waiting infielders. 

“The ball struck the hard earth of 
the base line and bounded high in the 
air, Ewing having to wait for it to de 
scend a second time before he could 
make the throw home. Wilmot slid 
around the plate and was safe, baving 
won the game with a home run on an 
infield fiy,a feat which has never been 
duplicated in professional baseball.”

BRITAIN FEARED NAPOLEON. 


And Lamb, Who Thought Him a Fine 
Fellow, Fanned the Flame. 

It was on Aug. 8, 1815, that “Gen- 
eral” Bonaparte, as his English cap- 
tors insisted upon calling him, was 
transferred from the Bellerophon to 
the ship Northumberland, to begin the 
journey to St. Helena. ‘There was 
much protest in England against the 
transportation of the distinguished 
prisoner, but the government remained 
firm. 

Official England could see nothing 
but danger in keeping such a dynamic 
force as Napoleon within its limits, 


“and, Warsh-as the-actions ‘of the-gov- | 
ernmest seemed, the position thus tak- ! 


en was not without logic. Napoleon 
had been placed on bis honor at Elba, 
but honor did not weigh with him 
when ambitfon was concerned. 

Charles Lamb spoke for those who 
favored Napoleon's detention in Eng- 
land when he wrote to Southey: “Aft- 
er all, Bonaparte is a fine fellow, as 
my barber says, and I should not mind 
standing bareheaded at his table to 
do service to him in his fall. ‘They 
should have given him Hampton court 
of Kensington, with a tether extending 
forty miles round London.” Lamb 
whimsically suggested that if Napo- 
leon remained tn England the people 
might some day eject the Brunswick 
in his favor, and the government took 
the suggestion seriously. 

Now that Napoleon ts safely dead 
such a fear seems absurd, but Napo- 
leon was then alive, and, in view of 
that fact, no government was safe in

Chief Robert did not know what to 
do with him, as he did not seem o 
be able to read or write and abso- 
lutely had no {dea of who his people 
were, having been witb the gypsies 
f-r some seventeen yeurs. There- 
fore the cufef sent him to Oka, ‘ 
Trappist Monastery, and the monks 
gladly welcomed him, gave him so: 8 
light work, and named him Antoine 
Oyer, as be came to them when cheir 
honored Atbott Dom Antoine Oyer 
died. 

His story at the time was published 
in the daily press with a picture of 
him, and this attracted the attention 
of bis people, who wrote to the chief. 
The chief told them that the best 
thing they coulu do was to come bere 
and look him up. They got an aunt 
of the boy in Montreal! to interest ber- 
self in him, end through her efforts 
he was gotten home, and there Is not 
the slightest doubt of his identity. 

The last Chief Robert heard of him 
was at Oka. t-e seemed to be well 
satisfied with his lot of novice to the 
silent Monks, but suddenly two weeks 
ago be disappeared from there. The 
news that he is now witb his family 
in Potsdam camo next. It also ap- 
pears that he had all the time a piece 
of paper containing the name of the 
place where he came from hidden in 
his clothes. 

This was given him by his adopted 
mother in the gypsy camp when she 
lay dying, and the most valuable pofnt 
of the boy’s experience, to scientists 
lies in this very fact, for it proves 
beyond a doubt, what many scep- 
tics have combatted, namely that for 
some reason or other never yet fully 
explained, gypsy women, will ei.bher 
personally, or compel their me to 
steal children for adoption not as has 
been usually imagined for ransom,

Minneapolis, Minn.—The terminal 
elevators in Minnesota gained more 
than five million bushels of No. one 
Northern wheat as a result of mixing 
the wheat of lower grades during the 
crop year ending August 31 1918, ac- 
cording to figures just made public 
by the state railroad and warehouse 
com..ission. 

Practically all of the inferior grades 
lost in amoun. fn the elevators as @ 
result of the gain made, in the No. 
one Northern. During the year the 
elevators received 17,666,059 bushels, 
of No. One Northern. These same ele 
vators shipped out 17,866,598 bushels, 
and on Sept. 1 still had on hand 6,- 
206,218 bushels. The total number of 
bushels of No. one Northern the 
elevatora had and shipped out 
28,172,816. The tot. average amount- 
ed to 6,606,757. 

The grain was purchased from the 
farmers on the grades that it went 
into the clevators and was naturally 
sold for the grade th t it came out. 
The profit to the terminal elevarost 
during the past year was enormous 
according to those interested in the 
grain business. 

Much of the number two Northern 
that came in during the last crop 
year went to swell the No. 1 Northern 
in the elevators) While there were 
11,148,039 bushels received only 7,623, 
650 bushels were shipped out, and 
thers was on hand on Aug. 81, 2, 
091,021. Here then there was a 
shortage of 2,091,021 bushels. This 
amount had been raised to Noa 1 
Northern, 

The same story fs told in the case 
of No. three Northern. The total 
amount reccived by the elevators was 
3,288,412 bushels. By Aug. 31, a to 
tal of 3,024,904 bushels had been ship 
ped out and there was on hand 62,- 
752 bushels. The shortage here was 
210,756 bushels, all of which had gone 
to make up the higher grades. 

With No. four Northern the same 
proposition {s clear. The amount re 
ceived was 15,246 and the amount 
shipped out was only 3,525. There 
Was nobe on hand Aug. 31. The ghort- 
age in this grade was 11,723. 

No Grade Shortage 

In the No Grade classification the 

su.ortage is larger than in any other. 


received was 4,212,150. Ths amount 
shipped out was 1,210,295, and the 
amount on hand 282,954. The short- 
age was 2,718,901 bushels. 

There Was an average in the re 
jected class of 131,522 bushels. The 
aQmount received was 886,185, and the 
amount shipped out was 912,831, and 
the amount on hand was 104,876. 
Much of the surplus here came from 
the No Grade wheat, according to in- 
spectors in the service of the Rafl- 
road and Warehouse commission, 
With the publication of the figures 
on mixing for the crop year that has 
just ended Minnesota and Dakota 
farmers are again beginning to won- 
der just what they have gained by 
the mixing right which the elevators 
possess. 

The figures only cover the publi 
terminal elevators. There are hun- 
dreds of private elevato. that do 
even more mixing than the public 
elevators. If the figures for all of 
the elevators in Minnesota that mix 
could be obtained, representatives of 
the Railroads and Warehouse commis- 
sioners gay, the results would be 
much more evident . 

Farmers Were Anxious 

Farmers who were interested in the 
legislative investigations into the 
grain situation last winter have been 
anxiously awaiting the publication of 
the results of mixing for the past crop 
year, 


The crop was one of the largest 


ever harvested in the northwest. 
Much of the wheat was of a high 
grade, 


Representatives A F. Teighen, of 
Chippewa county, and C. M. Bendt«- 
on and others, are conside‘ing somo 
lsort of legislation that will give the 
{farmer more of @ share of the result 
of the mixing. Representative Bend- 
ixon has been quoted as saying he 
did not believe that the farmers were 
getting their full share of the enor 
mous profit. 

The farmers are paid for the wheat 
at the grade it goes into the clevators, 
he said, when the question was 
; brought up. The elevator men are 
the only ones who gain by the right 
to mix. There ought to be some leg- 
islation that will give the farmers 
|/some benefit from the privilege that 
is now permitted the elevator men. 

Congressman James A, Menahan, 
|just before leaving for Washington, 
voiced the same sentiments. He has 
been considering for some time the 
feasibility of making some change in 


grain.
